GOP candidate refuses to 
drop out amid criticism 
from both sides of aisle

WASHINGTON U.S. Representative Todd Akin, 
under fire for controversial remarks on abor- 
tion and rape, insisted Tuesday he would not 
leave the Missouri Senate race, despite pres- 
sure from fellow Republicans and talk of who 
might replace him on the Nov 6 ballot. 

Akin— a staunch abortion opponent— as of 
Tuesday evening vowed to stay in the contest 
against Democratic Sen. Claire McCaskill, 
indicating he represents a conservative move- 
ment that must be heard. 

“We are going to continue in this race for 
U.S. Senate,” Akin told “The Mike Huckabee 
Show,” a radio program hosted by the former 
Arkansas governor, an Akin supporter and fa- 
vorite of religious conservatives. 

Republican presidential candidate Mitt 
Romney on Tuesday joined the chorus call- 
ing for him to pull out of his race after Akin 
claimed in a weekend television interview 
that it was extremely rare for women to get 
pregnant from “legitimate rape.” 

“Today his fellow Missourians urged him to 
step aside, and I think he should accept their 
counsel and exit the Senate race,” said Romney 
who previously condemned Akin’s comments. 

The fiiss over Akin’s remarks sent anxiety 
through the Republican Party a week before it

reaches out to independent voters, especially 
women, at its national convention, where it will 
nominate Romney against President Obama. 

The issue is a particularly delicate one for 
Romney testing his influence on the party in 
connection with abortion rights— which the 
former governor supported while running for 
office in Massachusetts. 


The Akin episode has energized Demo- 
crats and given new hope to McCaskill, who 
in recent polls has trailed Akin by about lo 
points in a race widely viewed as a barometer 
of whether Republicans can gain the four seats 
they need to ensure control of the U.S. Senate. 

A Public Policy Polling survey Monday had 
Akin ahead by one point. 


Republicans keep abortion position as is

WASHINGTON A Republican Party commit- 
tee Tuesday embraced anti-abortion lan- 
guage it has used in its platform since 2004, 
with no mention of exceptions for rape or 
incest, as one of its Senate candidates was 
widely condemned over his comments 
about rape. 

The anti-abortion language was approved 
by the platform panel with little discussion 


and is nearly identical to what was in the Re- 
publican platform in 2008 and 2004. 

It was adopted on a day in which the issue 
of abortion made unwanted headlines for 
Republicans because of controversial com- 
ments about rape made over the weekend by 
Rep. Todd Akin, a Senate candidate in Mis- 
souri. 

The committee also called for a “human 
life amendment” to the Constitution in the 


party’s 2012 platform. 

The platform— a statement of principles 
that is not binding for Republican candi- 
dates— will be voted on, and likely approved, 
by delegates to the Republican National Con- 
vention next week in Tampa, Fla. 

Many of the Republican delegates who have 
shaped the platform in recent years are among 
its most conservative members and reflect the 
party’s move to the right in the past decade.

Dax Shepard mines his personal life

REDEYE 

Since tackling more serious material than, 
say, “Without a Paddle” or “Employee of 
the Month,” with the excellent indie “The 
Freebie” and NBC’s solid “Parenthood,” Dax 
Shepard has noticed that critics like him a lot 
better. But he hasn’t seen a change in public 
opinion. 

“My most successful movie’s still ‘Without 
a Paddle,’ ” says Shepard, whose latest, 

“Hit & Run,” opens Wednesday “It’s more 
successful than ‘The Freebie’ or any {makes 
air quotes] quote-good movies’ I’ve done. 
And those people didn’t see it because they 
hated it. They saw it because they love it. So 
they like me in ‘Without a Paddle’ as much 
as any ‘Parenthood’ fan likes me as Crosby 
So to me it’s like, if I’m making people happy 
I don’t have a hierarchy of what’s more 
important to me: to make people who like 
‘Without a Paddle’ happy or people who like 
‘Parenthood’ happy 

“Happy people are happy people.” 

As star, writer and co-director of “Hit 
& Run,” Shepard splits the difference, 
offering intimate moments between Charlie 
(Shepard) and his girlfriend Annie (Shepard’s 
real-life fiancee Kristen Bell) as well as 
broad comedy like a hotel room filled with 
naked elderly people. That encounter occurs 
when Annie and Charlie, whose dangerous 
background remains unknown to his better 
half, must run from the criminals (including 
Bradley Cooper) Charlie testified against 
before going into the witness protection 
program. 

At the Park Hyatt, the Michigan native, 

37, talked about coming to terms with a 
significant other’s past, the reason for 
Cooper’s dreadlocks in the movie and his 
fiancee’s fixations, both real (sloths) and fake 
(Taylor Fautner). 


I*m interested in the real-life inspirations 
behind this movie. Most importantly, how 
much is Kristen actually, as your character 
says to hers in the movie, distracted by 
Taylor Lautner? 

That’s just an inside joke with her and I. 
Because we went and saw the “Twilight” 
movie— I think it’s pretty hilarious that it’s 
appropriate for 40 -year-old moms and their 
daughters to go and for the 40 -year-old moms 
to be screaming, like, “Take your shirt off, 
Fautner!” Whereas if a father and son went 
and saw Kristen Stewart in “Zathura” and 
were screaming, “Take your shirt off!” guys 
would end up in jail. I just think it’s a pretty 
funny paradox that women are allowed to 
gawk over Fautner. So any time Fautner would 
be around I’d constantly accuse her of liking 
Fautner. But she doesn’t really like Fautner. I 
would always tease her and say she was going 
to that Fautner action movie. Every time we’d 
see a billboard I would say “Oh, there’s your 
movie, honey Abu’re going to be first, opening 
day going to that Lautner movie.” 

How does she respond to that? 

She laughs or plays along and talks about how 
gorgeous he is and natural he is. 

You’ve talked about the relationship 
between your characters having similarities 
to you and Kristen. Is there a story that you 
can share that particularly shook up Kristen 
about yours? 

There’s not one specific story but I was a 
raging addict for ii years, so there’s all kinds 
of terrifying stories within that ii years. That 
I find humorous and she finds terrifying. I 
think at the beginning of our relationship we 
were coming from such drastically different 
backgrounds that it was very scary for her to 
commit herself to a guy with my background 
and potentially have children with [him].

And I gotta imagine we’re not the only two 
people in the country that have had that 
dynamic in the beginning of our relationship. 
And a lot of friends of mine, they don’t 
overcome that. They don’t communicate 
about that, they don’t work through that, 
and we were lucky enough to do that and I 
believe she feels very safe with me but that 
was a process. So yes, this movie explored 
that, albeit in a car chase movie. [Laughs.] 

So you weren’t involved in a car chase when 
you spilled the beans to her? 

No, no, but a lot of those arguments that 
we have in the movie are very very similar 
to ones we’ve had. Just with mildly different 
specifics. 

Going through that again in the film, 
would you classify that as cathartic or just 
interesting to revisit those dynamics? 

It was more interesting. ’Cause all those 
issues at that point, we had been together 
for four years when we shot this; those 
had pretty much been straightened out, 
hammered out. So I more had to, when I 
wanted to [bleep] with her on her close-up, 

I would more dream up the worst possible 
thing that I could have done and just tell her 
that I did that. With whatever friend of hers 
is the hottest or something. 

What was the worst possible thing? 

I think [bleeping] your fiancee’s best friends 
is, if not the worst thing, it’s gotta be in the 
Top 5. 

Where would you see the line at which 
something becomes unforgivable? 

For me in life everything’s forgivable. There’s 


not one thing that you can’t be forgiven for. 
Well, if she murdered my mother, that would 
probably be a deal-breaker. But anything 
other than that— 

What if you found out she was a professional 
puppy-kicker? 

That’d be a drag, but I could get past 
it. People are infinitely fallible, and my 
expectation of humans is that they will err 
and not that they’re going to be perfect. 

I expect people to [bleep] up; it’s kind of 
what makes us human. So I don’t have any 
expectations of her being perfect, so because 
of that I’m not going to be that let down 
when she proves not to be. 

When Charlie reveals that his real name is 
Yul, he talks about being made fun of as a kid 
for having an unusual name, I couldn’t help 
but wonder if that came from your life, too. 

For sure. Well, now, what’s really ironic is it 
went straight from people making fun of my 
name to now people thinking I gave myself 
a cool name as an actor. So there was never a 
period where it was just a name ... There was 
nothing cool about the name Dax growing up 
in Michigan on the playground. It stood out. 

Just because it was different? 

Yeah, exactly Anything that’s different 
obviously attracts tons of scrutiny from 
classmates and jerks on the playground. 

At least it went in the right direction, rather 
than starting positive and getting worse. 

It’s just really funny Now people are like, 
“That’s bull[bleep]. That’s not your name. 

Abu gave yourself this cool name.” And I just 
think it’s pretty ironic that it wouldn’t be 




the cool name that I would 
have picked based on my 
experience with the cool 
name. 


I told my wife about 
the video of Kristen 
crying after you got 
her a sloth for her 
birthday, and she 
wanted to know where 
you get a sloth. And 
where you keep one. 

Let’s please clear up this 
seemingly common misconception 
which is I did not buy her a sloth. I just found 
an animal wrangler who brings animals into 


movie sets. Who happened to 
have a sloth. To bring the sloth 
over to the house for like four 


hours. 


It was a rental. 

It was a rental. It was 
a very funny process 
... because that’s not a 
common animal. So I had 
to go through like six other 
people to find this guy 


Did you Google, “Where can I get a 
sloth?” 

No, it was like I went down a rabbit hole 
because we had hired an animal wrangler 
for our movie and then I asked him if he 
knew someone and then the other thing is 
normally they get hired to bring an animal 
to a set, and the production has an insurance 
policy to cover these kind of things. This 
wrangler made me put a rider on my 
homeowner’s insurance in case the sloth 
attacked anyone or there was any kind of 
fallout lawsuit from having him. So I talked 
to my insurance adjuster and they said, “No 
problem, but we can’t cover the cost of life if 
the thing dies at your house.” [Laughs.] It got 
really morbid. So I had to tell the guy “OK, 
well, we just can’t insure about the death of 
the sloth.” And he was like, ‘All right, that 
sounds good” and came over.

Shepard s 'Run 
stumbles to finish 



Star/writer/ 
co-director Dax 
Shepard’s “Hit and 
Run” possesses such 
a sheepish, hey- 
man-I ’m-trying-here 
charm that deriding 
it feels a little like 
poking a puppy 
However, a 
chase movie should 
never be sluggish, 
and characters 
accidentally barging 
in on a hotel room 
full of naked elderly people doesn’t exactly 
qualify as inspired comedy It’s more the 
result of a conversation going something like, 
“Wouldn’t it be funny if we included some 
naked people who the audience doesn’t want 
to see naked?” 

Shepard (whose great work on 
“Parenthood” balances out a mostly dreadful 
movie career, save “Idiocracy”) plays Charlie, 


a man living in the shadow of a past that his 
girlfriend, Annie (Shepard’s real-life fiancee, 
Kristen Bell), doesn’t know about. Charlie has 
spent four years in small- town California as 
part of the witness protection program, but 
a can’t-miss career opportunity for Annie in 
L. A. means Charlie will have to swallow any 
fear or logic and return to the city where the 
criminals he testified against want revenge. 

Appearing as one of the crooks Charlie 
wants to avoid, Bradley Cooper sports 
dreadlocks and again suggests that any trace 
of his early charisma is now reserved for 
smiles on magazine covers. 

Shepard and Bell have some sweet 
moments, and there’s something to be 
said for the rare onscreen discussion about 
insensitive language. (Charlie claims that 
he can use the three-letter F-word if he’s 


not referring to a person, to which Annie 
responds that he probably wouldn’t like it 
if she called her purse the N-word.) ^t the 
movie has a consistent sensation of being 
stalled, with its exploration of relationship 
dynamics muffled between bland chase 


sequences and too many jokes about an app 
called the Pouncer that helps gay people 
connect. 

That cheap attempt at laughs doesn’t quite 
coincide with Shepard and Bell’s statement that 
they’ll wait to get married until everyone can.

Hey, have you guys 
thought about 
death?

Not just in the figurative sense, where 
listening to the dull atmospheric blend of 
synthesizers will make you wonder if there 
might be more meaningful ways to spend an 
hour of your life; no, “Fragrant World,” the 


oh-so-Brooklyn indie electronic outfit’s third 
album, is literally insistent that you consider 
death, among other existential quandaries. 
Appropriately it’s kind of a bummer. 

There was a time when Yeasayer made 
fun music: bubbly, energetic stuff like ‘Am- 
bling Alp” and “2080” that hid its worldly 
despair behind hazy, globalized influences. 
“Fragrant World,” though, trades in the 
band’s former charming eclecticism for a 
uniform palette of plodding rhythms and 
somber electronic effects. 

Although there’s a modest payoff in songs 
like “Henrietta” and “No Bones,” the band’s 
attempts to infuse its professed EDM and 
R&B influences with darker themes mostly 
fall flat by missing what is fundamentally 
appealing about those genres: the fact that 
they seek to entertain. 

Death, on the other hand, well ... turns 
out it’s not super chill, and neither is its 
soundtrack.

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T rey’s latest sticks 
to comforting R&B

You go to Trey Songz 
when you need an 
R&B hook for your 
rap song, which 
makes him the target 
for those complaints 
about music on the 
radio being too com- 
mercial. At a time 
when R. Kelly shores 
up his fan base with 
throwback albums, 
Usher takes his musical cues from Ibiza and 
Chris Brown persists in being an irreconcil- 
able d-bag, Songz represents modern R&B’s 
de facto leading man. 

He’s generic, but in a reassuring way 
What gets lost in the whirling vortex of 
R&B discussion that surrounds Mr. Songz 
while rarely including him is that generic They 
Songz music is often exciting, and “Chapter 
V,” his appropriately titled fifth album, is no 
exception. The brand of moody atmospher- 
ics currently being celebrated in certain 


musical circles falls right within Songz’ 
wheelhouse, and the second half of the album 
shines by wholeheartedly devoting itself to 
this aesthetic, particularly on the regret- 
tinged “Bad Decisions” and “Fumble.” It was 
no coincidence that Songz’ career, remember, 
really took off along with that of frequent 
collaborator and fellow mope Drake. 

The regretful tenor hits its peak on lead 
single “Heart Attack,” a stark ballad with 
just enough forward-thinking touches of 
electronic music to make it one of the year’s 
best songs. 

It’s a welcome departure from the tepid 
club fare like “Say Aah” with which he, for 
better or for worse, usually is associated. At- 
tempts to repeat that formula are mostly fun 
and certainly preferable to the more blatant 
misfires (was there really ever any need for a 
song called “Panty Wetter?”), but Songz is at 
his best when he sticks to his more insular 
tendencies, subtly reshaping and building 
upon the reassuring conventions of the 
genre.

Smashburger and 
Meat heads city-bound

Two burger chains are making the commute 
from the suburbs into Chicago city to beef up 
the cit/s burger options. 

Meatheads has eight locations in Illinois, 
including restaurants in North- 
brook, Naperville and Scha- 
umburg, and is working 
on opening a spot in 
Roscoe Village at 
3322 N. Western 
Ave. in mid- 
September. 

Founder Tom 
Jednorowicz 
is a franchis- 
ing pro, hav- 
ing worked as 
chief develop- 
ment officer of 
Potbelly in Chi- 
cago. He said he’s 
always intended to 
bring the concept to 
the city but had a hard time 
finding a location with enough 
space and parking to make it convenient for 
the families and big groups Meatheads caters 
to. 

Denver-based Smashburger operates 160 
restaurants, including locations in Scha- 
umburg, Wheaton and Arlington Heights. 
Founder Tom Ryan said his model across the 
country is to start in the suburbs and move 
downtown. Smashburger is expected to set 
up shop in Lincoln Park at 600 W Diversey 
Parkway this winter. 

Customers at both restaurants order at the 
counter, but the rest of the experience is full 
service, with employees delivering food and 


busing tables. 

“Burgers and fries are what we serve but its 
not what we’re all about,” Jednorowicz said of 
Meatheads. “We really focus on the dining ex- 
perience as much as we do the food.” 

As the out-of-towner, Smashburger is look- 
ing to add local flavor to its restau- 
rants with the help of Goose Is- 
land beer. The Lincoln Park 
menu will include pairing 
suggestions matching 
all of its burgers with 
beers from the Chi- 
cago brewery 
Ryan said he 
hopes this will 
make the restau- 
rant not just a way 
to grab a quick 
bite, but a place 
where you also can 
lounge with your 
friends while sharing a 
bucket of brews poured 
into frosted mugs. 

T wanted burgers to be back 
on people’s radar for a convenient 
weeknight dinner or date night or girls night 
out or boys night out or meeting people after 
work,” Ryan said. 

As for the burgers themselves, both spots 
use never-frozen Angus beef as their base and 
offer an eclectic variety of toppings, such as 
pineapple and roasted red peppers at Meat- 
heads or garlic mushrooms and fried pickles 
at Smashburger. 

Jednorowicz already is looking to continue 
his expansion, hoping to open two to three 
more Chicago locations by next summer.

The good: Sometimes we’re klutzy and drop 
our iPhones on their faces. Despite numerous 
drops-both intentional and unintentional-while 
testing the case, our iPhones have come through 
without a scratch. Most cases come up to the 
edge of the iPhone’s face, but the Extreme Grid 
wraps around it ever so slightly, and we think 
it’s kept the glass face from cracking when our 
phones have done a face plant on parking lot 
pavement. Our favorite part of the cushiony case 
is that it’s squeezable so you can use it like an 
anti-stress ball. 

The bad: The price is a bit steep. A $30 price 
tag would make the case fit a lot more budgets.
